The Wyoming Selective Sales Tax Law exempts feeds only 
“for use in feeding livestock or poultry for marketing pur- 
poses.” It also exempts ‘all sales of seeds, roots, bulbs, small 
plants and fertilizer planted or applied to land, the products 
from which are to be sold.” 


Feed, seed, etc., other than for the above purposes is there- 
fore taxable, as are all supplies, garden tools and miscellane- 
ous articles which we handle. Wyoming customers will please 
add 2% to the amount of their orders for such items to cover 
this tax. Mail orders to be shipped outside of the state are 
not subject to Wyoming Sales Tax.
